The Plot Thickens. 

In the courses of his very eloquent 
speech on the dock scheme, oh Monday, 
Mr. Duck let slip some rcmnrks touding 
to show that the public are. not yet fully 
tiwaro of tlio nature of the plot by which 
the present Ministry proposo "riming the 
■wind." That gentleman nlhido:! to the 
failure of the Dominion Government to 
fulfil its engagements with British Col- 
umbia in so far as the <;ommoucement of 
the railway within the stipulated poriod 
■was concerned, and ho plainly intimated 
that the fifty thousand pounds promised 
by the Canadian Premier in lieu of the 
dock guarantee is to bo regardod in part 
as in the nature of compensation for tho 
non-f uliihucnt of tho railway covenant. It 
must bo admitted that this givoa tho pro- 
posal a very serious aspect indeed— one 
calculated to make both tho people and 
their representatives pauso and ponder. 
By fur tho most important part of the 
Treaty of Union still remains to bo fulfil- 
, led by Canada. Default, has already been 
mndo in respect of tho commencement of 
tho perforruauco of tho most vital cove- 
nant. British Columbia cannot toll what 
notion it may yet bo necessary to take 
-with a view to onforeing tho troaty pro- 
-visions or seeking redress or compensa- 
tion for failure on tho part of Canada. 
She has already protested. So far well. 
But is the present a time to condone tho 
non-fulfilment of Canada's obligation and 
thereby wave all further chum upon 
her by accepting any sum, last of all the 
paltry sum of twenty-two thousand pounds 
by way of compensation? In former arti- 
cles we urged as an objection to tho 
scheme the fact that it partook of the na- 
ture of opening up and tampering with 
tho Terms of Union at the very moment 
■when our only truo safety lay 
in taking a firm stand upon the 
Treaty and insisting upon its 
fulfilment; but tho secret so innocently 
let slip shows that tho case is immeasur- 
ably worse — that it is actually proposed 
nbsohitely to sell out our treaty griev- 
ance for a contemptible sum and serious- 
ly compromise ourselves with Canadain so 
fnr as being able hereafter to insist upon 
the fulfillment of tho Terms of Union is 
concerned! It was bad enough, in all 
conscience, to insert the small end of a 
■wedge destined to shatter tho basis of the 
Provincial credit into smithareens and 
scatter tho Federal subsidies to tho four 
winds; but tho proposition to make a 
compromise by accepting twenty-two 
thousand pounds as compensation for the 
noiifulfilment of the Terms of Union on 
tho part of Canada is as much 
•worse as the whole Treaty is more 
important than a part of it. Verily tho 
plot thickens, and if wo do not greatly 
misread tho current of events, the full 
perfidy of tho plotters will bo sufficiently 
manifest before long. Meanwhile let the 
public eye be kept open. 

The Muller Orphanage. 

It is now several weeks since we 
gave a brief sketch <>f the rise and 
progress of the orphanage on 
Ashley Down, Bristol, by Mr. Mul- 
ler, many years ago, and the wisL was 
expressed that some information bear- 
ing upou ita more recent condition 
might bo contributed. A lady sub- 
scriber, who, while on a visit to Eng- 
land some three years ago, was shown 
through tho orphanage, has kindly 
furnished us with information of re- 
cent dole. The institution, which it 
was fioen by a former article, had such 
a small beginning, has grown year by 
year until it comprises 2,208 orphans, 
with r>"2 day schools, 28 Sunday schools 
and 8 adult, all wholly supported by 
its funds. The amount expended 
during the last year covered by tho iu- 
fonnation before us was upwards of 
£41,/)<i7,lG,lb; that is to say, in the 
management and maintenance of the 
institution. But, in addition to in- 
ternal management the sum of £10,- 
7!V7.14, was expended upon foreign 
mission work. Referring to the readi- 
ness with which the growing wants of 
the orphanage have been met, tho di- 
rectors say: "Since the institution 
was first formed, we have received 
from the Lord, simply in answer to 
prayer, £580,000. We have always 
been helped, Ood never failed us."

The Speaker took tho Chair at 2:05 
o'clook.

Hon. Mr. Walkem moved the second 
roadiug of this JBill, vdiich provides for 
tho extension of tho law now in foico on 
tho Inland to tho Mainland, which consti- 
tutes a jury of six a legal body. 

The bill was Committed, Mr. Hughes 
in tho chair. It passed tho Committeo, 
was reported complete and was read a 
third time and passed in tho short space 
of ininutos. 

AGRICULTURAL SOCIETIES. 

Mr. Smithe moved tho second reading 
of the Agricultural Societies Incorpora- 
tion Act Amendment Bill. The lion 
mover stated the object of tho Bill, which 
•was intended to give tho Government 
power to givo such societies unlimited 
quantities of land so that if tho Societies 
mv lit to organize a model farm thoy 
could do so. Tho bill also gavo them 
power to invest funds in bond or mort- 

fhe.tyjl was Committod, Mr. Saul in 
the Chair. . . 

Mr. Booth movad that clauso -1 be struck 
out. He »tated that this clauso put the 
Soowties in the power of a Government; 
if » corrupt Government ever got into 
power here they might uso their power to 
reward or punish a society. Ho would 
prefer to let sociotios regulate their own 
polaesBiohs. 

Mr. Smitho repliod that tho clause i\-a^ 
intended to apply to societies who were 
weak and struggling. He scouted tho idoa 
that the land grants would bo usod as 
*• bribes by corrupt governments. 

Mr. Booth hero withdrew his amend- 
ment to strike out clause i and moved to 
add that no socioty with loss than 25 mem- 
bers shall be entitled to an appropria- 
tion. 

The amendment was carried. 

Hon Mr. Walkem inoYed to insert an 
additional clause to provide for tho incor- 
poration of the Societies without the sub- 
■cription of any sum of money. Carried. 

The Bill was reported complete with 
amendments. 

■ MAI1HIED WO.MEN'S I'KOI'nnTY. 

Mr. Sinithe moved tho second reading 
of the bill to amond the Married Women's 
Proberty Act. 

Tho hon. mover said that the Bill pass- 
ed last session did a little more than jus- 
tice to women and proceeded to point out 
that although a married woman might be 
engaged in business she could resorve all 
her earnings for her own uso and refuse 
to assist in the support of her own chil- 
dren. No woman of natural feoliugs 
would object to support horown children ; 
but all knew that there were instances 
whore both men and women seemed to bo 
actuated by anything but natural feelings, 
and he did not think that any such por- 
■oa should havo it in her power to act in 
property with regard to her family. 

Mr. Smith said that tho hon. mover had 
said something about the "natural foel- 
ingB" of a woman. (Laughter.) He 
would therefore move to refer tho Bill to 
six bachelors of tho House as a Select 
Committoe. 

Mr. Semlin didn't think that a Commit- 
tee of all bachelors could do justioe to 
feminine "natural feoliugs," and honed 
that half the committoe would bo married 
men. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Humphreys hoped that time would 
be given hon. mouibers in which to look 
through and understand tho Bill. Ho was 
opposed to hasty legislation. 

The Bill went over till Friday. 
land amendment hill. 

Mr. Smitho moved tho second reading 
of this Bill and seated that its object was 
to allow land to bo pre-empted as of old, 
and that after a sottlerv'had received a 
certificate of improvement to tho extent 
of 82 50 per aoro he should receive a 
grant of tho samo without paying any 
money. The land laws at present wen 
Tory complicated and the intention of tho 
Bill was to allow evory bona fidc^ Bettlor 
to got land for nothing [hoar, hear]. So 
far as the exchequer of tho Province was 
concerned it would mako very little dif- 
ference; but to tho hardworking settlor 
froe land would be a great booh. If tho 
Province was ever to bo settlud it must 
be by a freo grant system. We want 
immigrant settlers and tho only way to 
indueo them to come and stay with ui 
was to give them land for nothing. 

Hon. Mr. Beavon denied that tho present 
0nd system workod unsatisfactorily, and 
thought that as trie Government ami tho 
- lion, sonior member for Lillooet intended 
t j introduce a m jasure of the kind, it 
would be hotter to refer all llireo mea- 
sures to a Soleet Committee, 

Mr. Smith favored tho reference of the 
Bill to a Select Committee for fear of do- 
ing harm by hasty legislation. 

Mr. Booth, while agreeing with tho 
prinoiplo of tho Bill, hoped that it would 
bo sont to a Soloct Committeo, so that all 
the Land Bills mid Acts might be consol- 
idated into ono. 

Mr. Smith agreed to reference to a So- 
loct Committoe, to bo composed as fol- 
lows: MossrH. Boaven, Semlin, ltobson, 
Smith, Humphreys, Hughes, MeCroight 
and Hunter. 

Mr. Humphreys called on (ho Houso 
not to longer cumber the statute-books of 
the Proviuco with such lawn respecting 



lands as now existed. He trusted that a 
simple form of acquiring land would bo 
adopted. 

Tho motion '.vas linnlly carried. 

Mr. Smith wanted to know why tho 
women hadn't as good a right to go to a 
Select Committee as tho land (laughter). 
Ho now moved that tho Married Wo- 
men's Property Bill bo referred to a Se- 
lect Committoo. 

The Speaker ruled the motion out of 
order. 

Houso adjourned until "Wednesday nt 
2 p.m. 

Kootenay. 

Monday was Kootonay Day in tho Leg- 
islative Assembly. First of all, tho so- 
nior member for tho District (Mr. Mara) 
moved for returns of all correspondence 
between tho Government and tho late 
Gold Commissioner at Kootonay, relating 
to the dismissal of tho Gold Commission- 
er and Constables; and when those returns 
come before tho Houso tho hon, member 
will doubtless know what to do with 
thorn. He next asked the Attorucy-C on- 
oral what stops, if any, wore to bo taken 
by tho Government towards carrying out 
tho pledge made last session, that a Coun- 
ty Court Judge would be sent to Kooto- 
nay, to roside thero at least six months in 
the year. In roply to this very pertinent 
and proper question, tho Attorney-Gen- 
eral simply referred tho hon. member to 
certain reports and correspondence rela- 
ting to the subject of the status 
and duties of thoso gontlomen com- 
monly known as Stipondary Magistrates, 
and their rotations to tho Provincial Gov- 
ernment,— which was, in fact, no answer 
at all; it had no bearing whatever upon 
the subject. And so Mr. Mara thought 
and expressed himself. It is to bo hoped 
that this sort of thing will not bo repeat- 
ed. The right of members to put ques- 
tions to Ministers in this way is univer- 
sally acknowledged; and to treat a proper 
question as the Attorney-General treated 
this one is Yery much like oll'oring insult 
to the House. It is much as if a member 
should, after duo notico, ask the Attorney- 
Gonoral whether it is the intention of the 
Government to introduco a Bill for tho 
purpose of amending the School Act, and 
that otlieial should reply, "Yes, the King 
of the Cannibal Islands isdead!" As may 
bo inferred from the question put by Mr. 
Mara, during last session that gentleman 
strongly urged upon tho Government tho 
wants of his constituents in this respect, 
and extortod from them a "pledge" that 
a County Court Judge would bo sent there 
to reside at least six months in the year. 
Nothing of tho kind was done, however, 
and tho Government would seem disin- 
clined to state the reasons why. Tho in- 
ference is inevitable that thoy either have 
no reasons to offer, or that the roasons 
will not stand tho light. 

But perhaps the most important matter 
brought under tho notice of tho Houso 
was that of establishing a military post on 
tho frontier. The resolution is of sufli- 
oient importance to justify us in giving it 
verbatim, which the crowded state of our 
columns prevented yesterday:— 

"That, whereas, the mining camps of 
WUd Horse and Perry Creeks, owing to 
their isolated position and close proximi- 
ty to tho American bonier, cannot rely on 
protection from this Province in case of 
an attack by Indians; and whereas the- 
Blaekfeet and other hostilo tribes of In- 
dians are frequently camped in tho Dis- 
trict; and whereas there is a feeling of in- 
security iu the minds of tho Farmers of 
tho District, which greatly retards settle- 
ment; Resolved, That an humble Address 
bo presented to His Honor the Lieuten- 
ant Governor, praying that ho will urge 
upon tho Dominion Government the im- 
mediate necessity of carrying out tho re- 
commendation of tho Into Adjutant-Gen- 
eral Ross, by establishing a Military Post 
in or near the Kootenai/ District." 

The lion, member for Kootonay made 
an ablo and argumentative speech in sup- 
port of this resolution, lie sketched the 
position of those communities and in- 
terests on tho frontier, and dwelt upon 
their present aud prospective impor- 
tance. Bo explained tho reasons and cir- 
cumstances which rendered a military 
post most desirable, if not an absolute 
necessity — circumstances which had not 
failed to impress Col. Bobertson- Boss 
with the necessity. Tho remoteness of 
these communities from tho Provincial 
centre, and tho difficulties of gaining ac- 
cess, especially during tho winter season, 
rendered" it out of the question for the 
frontier settlements to rely wholly upon 
tho local Government for succor in tho 
event of an attack from Iridfans. He pro- 
ceeded to explain tho close proximity of 
the Blaekfeet, by far tho most powerful 
and dangerous tribe of Endians,and point- 
ed outtho injurious inflnenoe arising from 
the feeling of isolation and insecurity in- 
separable from such a condition of 
things; ho referred to tho terrible Indian 
massacre in Minnesota, and to the rumors 
of trouble brewing among our own In- 
dians beyond tho Cascades which had so 
recently agitated the community; and 
concluded by urging the local Govern- 
ment to place tho matter in the strongest 
light before the Dominion Government, 
alluding to the fact of tho FedcralParlia- 
mont having been dissolved and the con- 
sequent remoteness of its meeting as an 
additional reason for tho subject being 
taken up here. 

Tho resolution wa3 seconded by tho 
member for Nanaimo, who dwelt upon 
tho salutary inlluonco tho establishment 
of n military post at that point would 
exert upon the progress of settlement and 
general developement of well-being in that 
important District. Ho considered tho 
question a national as wall as a Pro- 
vincial one. That being tho only point 
at which British Columbia came into im- 
mediate contact with hor powerful neigh- 
bour, it was both politic and important 
that tho Province should put on a good 
face and give practical demonstration of 
how sho protects tho life and property 
of the subject and maintains and en- 
forced tho institutions and laws of the 
country. Ho dwolt upon tho largo and 
important interests of that portion of the 
Province, Not only did it possess great 
mineral wealth, which had as yet scarce- 
ly boon disturbed; but it was found to 
possess a pleasant and healthy climate, 
rich soil, and, in short, all those resources 
pud conditions calculated to attract and 
sustain a large and prosperous popula- 
tion, But there existed tho ditheulty so 
well alluded to by the member for the 
District— the feeling of isolation and in- 
security; and thero was tho best reason 
for believing that this fooling alono son' 
ously retarded settlement. Ho con- 
cluded by urging tho Government, 
in tho strongest terms, to pluco 
tho recommendation before the Do- 
minion authorities, backed up and en- 
forced by such cogont arguments as tho 
Attorney-Gonoral knows so woll how to 



present. Ho made ti feeling nppeal to the 
Government; saying that should intelli- 
gence of an Indian massacre in that Dis- 
trict unfortunately reach us, we might 
havo to exporionce the keenest pangs of 
self-reproach, should we fail to do our 
duty in this matter. 

Tho Attorney-General promised that 
tho Government would send forward tho 
recommendation backed, up by thostrong- 
osfc report; and the Resolution was carried 
by acclamation. There seems every rea- 
son to hope that the dosirod results will 
bo promptly attained.

It is proposed to erect a corn exchange 
in Melbourne. 

Tho manufacture of woolen goods at 
Geolong has been managed so satisfac- 
torily that several now factories are to bo 
opened. 

The revenue returns for the year so far 
havo amounted to £3,809,507 15s. 
new sourn wales. 

Parliament is in session. 

It has been decided to deepen tho on- 
tranco to Port Jackson by tho eastern 
channel. 

Tho Astronomer of tho colony has es- 
tablished three stations for observing tho 
transit of Venus. 

Sir Alfred Stephen, C. J., has decided 
retire. 

The quantity of coal raised last year 
slightly exceeded 1,000,000 tons. The 
single seam at Newcastle that is at present 
being worked, is estimated to contain 
coal enough to keep up that rate of pro- 
duction for 513 years. 

THE OTHER COLONIES. 

Measures are being taken to settle tho 
boundary question. 

There is a net profit of £10,000 per 
annum in the rovenuo of this colony of 
tho expenses of Government, 

In Queensland tho prospects of tho 
nastoral agricultural interest are report- 
ed to be excellent. Tho cotton crop of 
this year throughout the Ipswich district 
amounted to considerably over * million 
and a half of pounds, 

Tho Government exploring expedition 
to tho Endeavor River, in Queensland, 
has discovered rich and extensive dig- 
gings. 

In South Australia efforts aro being 
\mado to develop tho mineral resources 
;of the colony. Tho lead mines at Cham- 
pion Bay arc turning out verv well. 

The English barrister. Mr. William 
.Weighman, who was convicted some 
months ago for stealing a law book from 
a London Law Library, is now an inmate 
of Hanwell Asylum. It appears that he 
was labouring under a malady known as 
'•genoral paralysis of tho insano," a di 
ease whiob, once thoroughly doveloped, 
almost inevitably proves fatal within an 
avoragn period of two years. A medical 
man, writing to tho London Tillies, says 
it is on tho increaso, and most commonly 
met with among tho "bread-winners," tho 
proportion of males to females aft'ooted by- 
it boing more than five to one. Tho most 
characteristic earlier mental symptoms of 
tho diseaso aro, exaggerated ideas as to 
wealth and property, aocompanied by a 
blunting of tho reasoning faculties, and 
inability to comprehond consequences, 
which gradually intensifies as" the disease 
progresses. Hence tho liability that oc 
curs for patients affected with it to com- 
mit theft, and bo convicted for it and im 
prisoned before tho disease is recognized, 
as in Weighman's case. 

Sir John Dukb Coleridge, the new 
Chief Justice of England, took part, 
short time ago, in a curious ceremonial. 
A Loudon paper says: "On tho last day 
of tho Michaelmas Term, Sir John Duko 
Coleridge, who has been nppointod Chief 
Justice of the Common Pleas, and has at 
the same time beooino a member of Sor 
jeants' Inn, took farewell of tho Honor- 
able Society of tho Middle Temple, of 
which for many years ho had been 
Bencher. Ho presided and read prayers 
at tho usual dinner in the hall of the 
Middle Temple, and tho occasion was 
honored by the presence of a largo uum 
ber of tho Benchers, besides a numerous 
gathering of barristers and students. As 
the Benchers left tho hall, headed by Sir 
John Coleridge, there was a warm cheer 
given for the new Chief Justice. In ac 
cordance with tho ancient ceremony, Sir 
John was led to tho entrance of the hall 
amid the clanging of tho bell in tho clock 
tower, and was — or supposed to be 
ejected from the Inn with which ho has 
hitherto been connectod.
